ten was untrue. Largue | that the laborer was wor- 
thy of his hire; that if people could not devote 
time to study Medicine, Theology, Law, or even 
Planet Reading, that the people were willing to 
lemunerate persons who made it their business 
to study and practice these professions. I con- 
cluded this argument by stating that the whole 
thing.was merely a matter of opinion, I explained 
the results that would ensue, were this mode of 
reasoning pursued in all legal preecedings ; and 
illustrated my conclusion by the persecutions of 
persons in farmer times, who believed in, or prac- 
tised any science or religion, which were not pop- 
ular in their day, such as, when Galileo discov- 
cred the revolutions of the planets round the sun, 
when Dr, Harvey discovered the circulation of 
the blood, when Dr. Gall founded Phrenology, 
Dr. Mesmer Animal Magnetism, they were. tor- 
tured, persecuted or treated with contumely, 
inerely because their discoveries were treated as 
aticrs of opinion, Finally I explained the man- 
nes in which such persecutions only had the ef 
tect of causing beliefs and Sciences to flourish, 
irged that we should learn t sist from 
sippressing freedom of thought, by legislative 
eaactments, 

L forwarde l this No. to Andrew Q. Curtin.

In s 
doing I shall withold the real names of th | 
parties most interested in getting the act pas 
sed; but, at the same time Į shall give the 
names so near that “ he whoruns may read.” 
My motive in not publishing the real name 
of the persons concerned in the passage 
this act is, that wero I proseented for. libe 
in consequence of the publication of such 
statement, at this late date, I mighs-be le 
into difficulties, owing to the removal froi 
this city of persons, whose testimony [shoul 
have to depend on for my defence.
